James M. Cox, formerly Governor of Ohio, has arrived in 
Berlin, after an automobile tour of virtually all Western Europe, 
and has interviewed Chancellor Wirth, Dr# von Helfferich and 
others. 
Although he is not giving out interviews until his tour is 
completed, Mr. Cox maintains that American 
participation 
in 
European affairs is absolutely essential to the best interests of 
both Europe and America. 
He has just come out of Austria, 
and believes that country cannot endure much longer and is faced 
with a catastrophe. He thinks Austria’s salvation lies in union 
with Czechoslovakia. 
Mr. Cox characterized the Czecho Premier, M. Benes, as “one 
of the greatest statesmen in Europe,” and called the Czech Con­ 
stitution “a remarkable document, combining democratic ideals 
with great practical innovations.” 
Both France and Germany seem to him to be in a desperate 
condition. Austrian agriculture does not appear as hopeless as 
painted, he declares.
